How the Panama" Canal Ha* Beon 


Turned to Good Account as 


a "Health Filter." 


The geographical position of the 


Panama canal makes it possible to 
utilize It, in a quarantine sense, as a 
gigantic filter lor the removal of dis- 
ease from the circulation of maritime 
commerce, thus inhibiting the spread 
of disease, according to a report of 
the Panama canal health department. 


The periodic fumigation of ships, 


the instruction of owners, agents and 
officers of ships as to the necessity 
for adequately rat-guarding vessels, 
the vaccination of crews,.and passen- 
gers nnd the investigation of disease 
outbreaks on board arriving ships, 
combine to this end as well ns to the 
protection of the Canal Zone and the 
vessels using canal ports and water- 
ways. For example, an outbreak of 
mild smallpox on one vessel was han- 
dled without secondary cases or 
spread to other ships of the fleet, nnd 
cerebrospinal meningitis on another 
steamship was also successfully con-
